Badge surmounted by a royal crown is a slightly curved cross 
patee enamelled white with black border, on a central circular 
plague the Prussian Eagle charged on the breast with the arms 
of the House of Hohenzollern encircled by an azure fillet, in- 
scribed ‘“‘ Vom Fels zum Meer’’, the reverse bearing the date 
of the foundation, 18th January, 1851 and cipher, the whole 
within a green enamelled oak and laurel wreath. The Collar 
of silver alternately bearing the arms of Hohenzollern, Nurem- 


berg and the Electoral Sceptre in gold and enamel colours 


37 Tur ORDER OF MERIT AND OF THE DucAL HOUSE OF PETER 


FREDERICK LOUIS, OLDENBURG, was founded 27th November 
1838 by Duke Paul Frederick in memory of his father. The 
Collar is of silver gilt, with chased links formed of the crowned 
ciphers P.F.L., divided by circular enamelled medallions with 
the arms of the Grand Duchy alternately with smaller crowned 
ciphers, within red fillets inscribed “ Ein Gott, Eim Recht, Eine 
Wahrheit’”’ at the junction for the pendant badge the cipher 
P.F.A. (Paul Friedrich August)

The 
Star of silver enriched with gold consists of eight flammiform 
points, in the centre within a quatrefoil the Holy Annunciation, 
and on a silver chiselled ground with the word FERT (He Bears, 
1.€. the Cross), 30n. ; the Golden Lesser Collar and Badge pierced 
and chiselled with lovers’ knots and inscription “ECE AN”’, 
the Badge with The Annunciation surrounded by interlaced 
love-knots. This very rare Order, the most distinguished of all 
the Itahan Orders of Chivalry, is third in rank of all Orders 
—wt. 2 ozs. 11 dwts. (all at) 


An interesting account of this rare Order is given by Lawrence- 
Archer in The Orders of Chivalry. The words “ECE AN” 
pierced on the collar may be an abbreviation of “ ecce ancilla”’ 
(Behold thy Handmaid). |

The origin of this order has been variously attributed to the 
period of the First Crusade, to Kanute VI in the 12th Century, 
and also to Christian I in the latter half of the 15th Century. 
The Star of eight silver points issues from a gilt centre which, 
within a silver laurel wreath, bears on a red enamelled field a 
cross, 237m. The Badge is a white enamelled Elephant with 
golden tusks, on its back a jewelled and red enamelled howdah — 
of tower form, on the neck a mahout enamelled black, the 
trappings in blue, gem set on one side and inscribed on the other 
with the Royal Cipher of Christian IX, 3in., a very attractive 
badge—wt.

The Order of the Chrysanthemum was instituted by the Mikado, 
Mutsu Hito. 


THE PORTUGUESE BADGE OF THE ORDER OF CHRIST AND THE ORDER 


or ST. BENEDICT, of oval shape, in gold, superbly pierced and 
chased with a foliate design, the back and front both inset with 
the red cross and the green with flaming hearts above, on a white 
enamelled ground, within oval fillets matching the colours of the 
crosses, the badge surmounted by a gold and enamelled crown, 
34in.—wt. 1 0z. 10 dwits. (all at) 


This badge, which is of superb workmanship, is interesting as 
omitting the Order of the Sword of St. James of Compostella, 
usually found with the two above, being secularized in 1789. 
The Knights of the Three Orders are interred in the full habit 
complete with red cap, gold spurs and Orders. 


THE ROYAL SIAMESE ORDER OF THE MAHA CHAKRAKRI in gold, 


silver and enamel of the finest workmanship. The Badge with 
a heart-shaped emblem in the centre, within a flammiform gem- 
set medallion of Buddhistic significance, from this rays of light 
issue and are surrounded by a red enamelled fillet, with an 
inscription in the Pali language signifying “ Fazth, Loyalty and 
Patnotism’’, encircled by a wreath of the sacred “ Chiya 
Phruk”’ or Tree of Victory, the whole rests upon the wheel and 
tridents symbolic of Law and Power; the Great Crown or 
“ Maha Mongkut’’ is placed above these emblems and is sur- 
mounted by rays of light, 47”.; another Badge in gold with 
trident, wheel and military trophies, 320. ; the Star of similar 
form to the badge in silver and gold and gem set, 342m. ; the Collar 
in gold and enamel, gem set and composed of the same Buddhistic 
emblems of wheel, trident, jewel and flammiform mandorla— 
wt. 6 ozs. 11 dwts. (all at) 
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45 THE BADGE AND COLLAR OF THE ORDER OF THE GOLDEN FLEECE, 


originally founded by Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy and 
Count of Holland, on 10th January, 1429-30, the day of his 
marriage with the Princess Isabella of Portugal. The Badge a 
ram's Golden Fleece, suspended from a collar composed of 
alternate fire-stones (flints) enflammés in blue and white enamel 
and double steels connected to form the letters B.B., for Bur- 
gundy, in gold—w?. 16 ozs. 10 dwts. (all at) 


« LHE GOLDEN FLEECE has for centuries been recognized as 


(apart from the GARTER) the most celebrated Order of Chivalry 
in Christendom and it is rarely indeed that its insignia come into 
the market. 


Favin’s translator (Théatre d’Honneur, Ed. 1628) says that 
the Greek fable served Philip the Good as a subject for the institu- 
tion of this Order ; and that the Prince chose the Golden Fleece 
of the Argonauts, because it typically commemorated “ the great 
revenue which he raised by trafficque and merchandising of 
woolles ’’. Another supposition attributes the Order to the 
Prince’s attachment to a Lady of Bruges ; and yet another is in 
favour of the “ religious ’’ origin, or, “ that the Duke instituted 
the Order in honour of Gideon ’’. But the letters Patent make 
it clear that it was founded in honour of Isabella of Portugal, 
and dedicated to the Virgin Mary and the Apostle St. Andrew.

46 THE Most HONOURABLE ORDER OF THE BATH is generally attributed 


to the foundation of Henry IV in 1399, but nothing certain is 
known of the occasion of the creation ; it was revived by King 
George I as an Order in 1725. The Jewel of the Bath in silver- 
gilt, composed of three crowns divided by rose, thistle and sham- 
rock, within an oval bearing the motto of the Order, 232m. ; 
another, similar, 247”. The Civil Star of silver formed of eight 
points, charged with three Imperial crowns, proper, upon a. 
glory of silver rays, within a red enamelled circular fillet bearing 
the motto “ Tria Juncta in Uno’’, 33in. The Collar of silver 
gilt, composed of nine Imperial crowns and eight roses, thistle 
and shamrock issuing from a sceptre, enamelled in their proper 


colours linked with seventeen white enamelled knots
